"Obfuacation," 
Is a 
big 
word 
that may well serve as a label for 
a deal of modern thinking:. Many 
men are obscured, muddled, uncer- 
tain in their standards They be- 
hold the present world scene "hlntl- 
ond foremost. They put first things 
second ami second things first. 
Their vision of eternal values is BO 
clouded that some public person- 
ages in the United States are going 
up and down tbo land proclaiming 
self-safety as tbo first doctrine, 
with its corollary of disregard for 
the age-old standards of right and 
justice and 
brotherhood. 
They 
grow eloquent in proclaiming that 
the one paramount consideration 
is concern for our own safety and 
personal advantage. They would 
let the whole world perish in dis- 
aster If only America, may be kept 
snug and prosperous. 


This mood, held by a noisy min- 
ority, runs directly athwart the 
Sunday School Lessons. It is op- 
posed not 
only 
by the 
explicit 
teachings of Scripture, 
but 
alao 


by the utterances of the -wise men 
of all the ages. Nowhere in the 
Bible Is there the command to 
serve self at tho cost of a neigh- 
bor. "Am I my brother's keeper?" 
appears early In the inspired rec- 
ord; but the man who asked that 
was a murderer, whom God se- 
verely punished. There is no ques- 
tion about the matter on the part 
of true men. Tbo dictates of con- 
science, the teachings of 
Scrip- 
ture and tho example of Josus all 
affirm, " I am my brother's keep- 
er." 


Universal Christianity 
has for 
Its common symbol a cross, signi- 
fying tho glory and divinity of a 
Life laid down for a cause. Selfish 
footprints all lead away from Cal- 
vary, and not toward it. 
Every 


one who follows 
In the Way 
of 
Jesus, the Teacher of the 
lald- 
down life, Is prepared to go with 
Him even 
to the 
cross-crowned 
heights of Golgotha. Stark self- 
ishness may masquerade as "pru- 
denoe," or "Isolationism," or "self- 
interest"; but it may never call it- 
•elf Christian. Hitler 
repudiated 
Christ and adopted paganism be- 
fore ever he began his 
ruthless 
campaign of world-wide 
destruc- 
tion and dominion. 


Sotting Up New Standards. 
For weeks 
past 
the 
Sunday 
School has been studying tho ab- 
sorbing story of the expansion of 
the Early Church. Today we turn 
aside to glimpse the great tench- 
ing task that ensued. These rap- 
Idly increasing converts had to be 
taught the now and Christian mode 
of life. Hitherto they had 
been 


government by carnal standards; 
henceforth, they were to let the 
spiritual dominate, and to accept 
.Christ as their example. This now 
life was to be lived amidst sur- 
roundings 
of stark 
heathenism; 


which It was destined to overcome. 
Today— or at least until the war 
proke 
out— civilization 
gives 
at 
least lip-sorvico to the ethics of 
Jesus as the norm of civilization. 
The thirteen letters of Paul to 
the churches show what a huge 
and toilsome task it was to effect 
the life-charming of the new dis- 
ciples.. They hud to be made-over 
personalities; and It was no easier 
then than it Is now to transform 
the ethics and conduct of human 
beings. Tho task would have been 
impossible without the 
all-potent 


aid of tha mysterous Holy Spirit, 
"whom Jesua had promised as His 
Other Self. 
^.B}lt^.he, icason was learned. The 
first Christians out-lived, 
out-suf- 
fered, out-loved, out-served, out- 
died their pagan neighbors. They 
developed a passion and a capacity 
for enduring hardship for tho sake 
of the Namo. 
What 
no mortal 


would do for his own sake, they 
did for Christ's dear sake. Like 
Him, they had something' for which 
they were willing1 to die. So began 
the long and shining record of 
martyrdom; and the transforma- 
tion of plain, everyday lives into 
the Christian standard and type. 
Those early disciples were not per- 
fect; but they were headed toward 
perfection.

WASHINGTON — Some 800,000 
youths, newly 21 years old, will reg- 
ister for possible military service 
July 1 with the prospect that sev- 
eral thousand of them will In sol- 
dier suits before the year ;ends.

pedite induction of the new regis- 
trants : 
1. The move to Infuse younger 
blood into the military service by 
many youths who will be regis- 
tered-July 1. 
Congress has 
moved 
to defer 
the calling into service of regis- 
trants who have rtached 28. Local 
draft boards, 
officials say, 
will 
tend to go quickly through older 
registrants to reach those 21-year- 
olds who have neither dependents 
nor essential employment and are 
at an "Ideal agef' for army-train- 
ing. 


Many of the 1941 college grad- 
uates among the July registrants, 
It is believed, will enlist for.their 
year of military training after 
they flnd.it is difficult to obtain 
jobs when one is subject to call 
to camp. 
• 


Some who have become 21 since 
those 16,500,000 from 21 to 35 were 
signed up last October 16 already 
have registered and volunteered 
for a year of training. 


Expect Smooth Handling. 
Selective service officials antici- 
pate smooth handling of the reg- 
istration by the now experienced 
6,500 draft 
boards. Registration 
will be from 7 a. m. to 9 p. m. at 
places designated by local boards. 
Persons may register later If they 
are 
prevented 
from enrolling on 


the 
designated 
day 
by cjrcum- 
stances beyond their 
control or 
because of absence from the coun- 
try. 


The order In which the new 
men are 
subject to call, will be 


similar to last fall's lottery. Each 
man 
will 
get a 
serial number 


when he registers. A correspond- 
ing set of serial numbers will be 
drawn in the lottery. 


The first serial number drawn 
will become "Order No. 1." The

Con- 
gress is definitely opposed to the 
Induction of "teen age" boys. 


Now Has 500,000 Draftees. 


The arwy now has a force of 
about 1,500,000, more than 600,000 
being draftees. The training pro- 
gram calls for 
an Induction of 
about 60,000 men a month in each 
month after July 1. 


The new draftees -will have one 
advantage 
over the earlier re- 
cruits—camp life 
is more com- 
fortable now. Completed barracks, 
recreation facilities such as hos- 
tess houses, movie theatres 
and 
athletic equipment, and smoother 
induction handling will help them 
over the preliminary homesick- 
ness. 


And the army's new cooks can 
turn out better chicken dumplings 
and banana cream pies than they 
could a few months ago.

them up in thn Atlantic. June 8. 
They had been 17 days at sea In a 
lifeboat. 


All were In good spirits, agreed 


it was a German submarine that 
sank their ship which they said 
did not carry mar munitions, that 
fair play was not shown because 
the submarine did not radio for a 
chip to pick them up, and to the 
man they said they would return 
to the sea shortly. 


The men lived on crackers and 


tomatoes all the time they were 
in the lifeboat, but had plenty of 
water due to rains. 


Although still vividly aware ot 


their harrowing days under the ] 
tropical sun in their small boat, the 
crewmen arriving here said they 
were willing to go back to sea 
again, some after a short rest. 


"We sail these ships for pay," 


said Rice. "If they pay me enough 
I'll sail their boats anywhere." 


Rice declared: 
"When I signed on that ship It 


was agreed that my family would 
receive a $5.000 insurance benefit 
if was torpedoed and I was killed. 
We were given a $50 bonus a 
month.

I 
do—and one of my special ones Is 
the way I remember -which vita- 
mins are soluble In fat. Here it is: 
"fat" begins with "f". Vitamins A, 
D and E, are soluble In fats and 
oils—so I just put the "f" In front 
of a d e—and I have "fade." Then 
I just remember that a d and e, 
"fade In fat." Is that clear—and 
isn't it easy. 
Next week I must give you my 
alphabetical rules for the vitamins 
—all of them—and I think It will 
clear up much of the confusion 
you may have on the subject.
